Improved Envelope Folding Machine. 
A new envelope folding macbine pos- 


sesses several novel features, including 
the use of boxed or inside cams, which 
obviate the necessity for springs in pro- 
ducing the different movements of the 
mechanician!, and thus increase the 
smoothness of working and durability of 
the apparatus. By means of an ingenious 
adjustable"appliance» the envelopes have 
any desired amount of bulk or roundness 
of the edges imparted to them. This 
operation makes the envelope moro con- 
venient for use and also adds to its 
strength by lessening the liability to split 
at the edges. 


After folding, the envelopes are trans- 


ferred to wired divisions on the periph- 
ery of a revolving wheel at the rear of 
the machine, where they are dried by 
currents of hot or cold air forced through 
perforators in pipes coiled at the sides of 
the wheel. The envelopes are afterward 
dropped into a race and gradually ad- OII D 
vanced to a table where an attendant is ^^ ** " 
waiting to band them. All the opera- 
tions, from the placing of the blanks to 
the receipt of the finished envelope, are 
entirely automatic, and a single machine 
is capable of making from 80,000 to 40,000 
envelopes per day.—New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser. 


Natural Gas in Iron Working. 


Among the more recent improvements 


in the manufacture of iron and steel, the 
use of gaseous fuel stands conspicuous. 
The idea of first converting the fuel into 
a combustible gas, and conveying this to 
the point where heat was required and 
there igniting it, is a very old one, and, 
in one form or another, it has been em- 
ployed for over a thousand years, but it 
is only within the present century that 
the manifold advantages of gas as a 
metallurgical fuel have become fully 
recognized by the iron and steel workers 
of the world. The early gas furnaces 
used in Silesia, Sweden, and other Eu- 
ropean countries were but enlarged 
modifications of Qeber's Tower of Atha- 
nor, and, although they were a great 
improvement on the furnaces in which 
solid fuel was burned on a grate, yet 
they were not able to produce a tempera- 
ture sufficiently high and controllable to 
satisfy the demands of the rapidly de- 
veloping iron and steel industries.—Pop- 
ular Science Monthly.

"The following case has come under my 
notice: A farmer married his cousin, and 
both possessed all their faculties, and 
they have nine children, of whom five 
daughters were born deaf mutes. Three 
of these daughters married speaking and 
hearing husbands. 
The first one has 


three deaf mute children out of five, the 
second one has two deaf mute children 
out of three and the third has one deaf 
mute child out of two. This proves that 
Professor Bell, of Washington, United 
States, has made a mistake by publish- 
ing largely that the intermarriages of 
deaf mutes bring a deaf mute race, when 
the fact is that deaf mute children pro- 
ceed from married cousins possessing all 
their faculties. In the Belleville deaf 
mute school there are 240 pupils, and not 
one of them has deaf mute parents. 
There are many other similar cases in 
England and the States."

THE STBTE UNIVERSITY. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


The State University of Nevada, as its 


name implies, is an educational institution. 
It is supported by the proceeds of land 
grants and appropriations from the General 
Government, and is designed to give the 
youth of the State opportunity to acquire a 
good education free of charge for tuition. 
It was located nt Reno by an Act of the 
Legislature, and its management is nnder 
the direction of a Board of Regents con- 
sisting of five members, three of whom 
wero elected by tha people, and all of 
whom are reputable citizens of the State. 
Thia Board selected a faculty comprising 
president, professors and tutors, each and 
all of whom are highly recommended as 
educators, and as citizens stand above re 
proach in the community. In addition to 
this faoully the War Department detailed 
Lieutenant Neall of the Fourth United 
States Cavalry to drill the students in mili- 
tary tactics. 


There are at the University about one 


hundred and forty students, some of whom 
board and lodge at the University dormi 
tory, while others board in town. 
The 


dormitory students are permitted by th 
regulations to leave the University grounds 
from 8:30 to 9 o'clock A. M. and from 3:30 
to 5:30 P. M. The rest of the time they nr< 
nnder the immediate supervision of the 
faculty, who are responsible for their be 
havior, while the students who receive in 
struction nt the University and boiud 
elsewhere pass beyond the jurisdiction o 
the faculty when they leave the University 
grounds. 


The English, French and Germnn Ian 


gnages, geometry, engineering, chemistry 
etc., etc. are taught at the University b 
proficient teachers, and strict discipline i 
maintained in every department. 


This btatement of facts ia due all con 


cerned, as it has been proclaimed by th 
Carson Appeal that the air of Reno i 
filled with charges against the Universit 
students and the way in which the institu 
tion is conducted. 


The behavior o£ the students so far u 


we can learn is no better nor any wors 
than that of young men »l similar educa 
tionnl institutions in other parts of th 
country, and, in fact, the young men wear 
ing the University uniform conduct them 
selves becomingly on the streets, though i' 
cannot be expected that they will always 
act as sedately aa church deacons.

Weather Crop Bulletin gays: The weather 
during the past week has been generally 
unfavorable to growing cropa, owing to 
the unusually low temperature and the de- 
ficiency in rainfall over a greater portion 
of sit the agricultural district) east of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
The previous rapid 


growth in the central vallejs and north- 
west has been greatly interrupted by a cold 
wave which extended as far south as the 
Gulf and South Atlantic States daring the 
week, attended by damaging frosts as far 
south as Tennessee and the Carolines. 
While the frosts did but little damage to 
staple crops it is generally believed that 
early fruits are seriously damaged in Ohio 
and Central Mississippi Valley. Missouri 
reports in the eastern and central counties 
grapes greatly injured. 


In California hay, strawberries and cher- 


ries are slightly damaged by rain. 
The 


other crops are vastly improved. In Ore- 
gon the weather has been beneficial bat 
more, rain is needed east of the Cascade 
range. Frosts dtd little or no damage.

The President at Salt L,nke City.

SAI/T LAKE, May 9.—The President and 


party arrived here at on early hour this 
morning and had a royal reception, in 
which all the residents joined.

Responses were made 
by the President, Postmaster General 
Wannmaker and Secretary Rusk. 


The President in his rema'ks spoke of 


the interest be had always taken in the 
Territories. 
He congratulated the people 


of Utah on the progress made in a material 
way, 
etc., and said: 
"You have all the 


lements of a great commercial and polit- 
cal community. 
The great characteristic 


f American institutions, the compact of 
our Government, is that the will of the 
majority expressed by legal methods at the 
>allot box shall be the supreme law of all 
onr community. The parity of the ballot 
box are those wise provisions and that 
careful gnardianship that ehall always 
make expression of the will of the people 
fair, pure and true, is an essential thing in 
American life. We are a people organized 
upon the principle of liberty, but my good 
countrymen it is not license, it is liberty 
within end nnder the law. 
I have no dis- 


cord as a public officer with men of any 
creed, religious or political, if they will 
obey the law. 
My oath of office, my pub- 


lic duty requires me to be against those 
who -violate the law. The foundation of 
American life is the American home where 


e wife sits in single uncrowned glory. 


I beg to assure you that every hope you 
have for safety is in running on these lines 
of free government, ou these lines of do- 
mestic and social order." 


CLEAR CKEEK, Utah, May 9.—The run 


of tha Presidential train from Salt Lake 
over the Rio Grande Western Railway was 
a continuous ovation, the people at eaoh 
point visited being very demonstrative in 
their welcomf. 
The first stop was nt a 


sugar factory near Lehi, where the Presi- 
dent in addressing the crowd said: "Thia 
sugar industry you have established here 
is very interesting to me, and I hope is to 
open the way to the time when we shall 
have a home supply for every household." 
At Provo the travelers were greeted with a 
national salute and the children were 
drawn up in line. The President, Post- 
master General and Seore'ary Rusk spoke. 
A cordial reception was also accorded the 
party at Springville. 


Provisions for Chili.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—Referring to 


the New York special regarding the load- 
ing of the steamer Montserrat with arms 
for Chili, John L. Howard, Manager of 
the Oregon Improvement Company, and 
one of the owners ot the vessel, said to- 
day: " I would say that the steamer has 
been nnder an offer of charter both to J. 
W. Grace & Co. and J. F. Chapman & 
Go. of San Francisco, representatives of 
Flint & Co. of New York, and that Chap- 
man had authority to charter her, but 
while awaiting advices respecting credits 
for the cargo Grace & C<). made the firm 
an offer and secured the steamer to carry a 
cargo of merchandise and produce, consist- 
ing of bay, barley, wheat, flour and po- 
tatoes. It was made the condition that 
no arms or munitions of war should be 
offered as cargo, and that her freight would 
be snob as not to involve any risks or com- 
plications. The steamer has the right to 
examine every package offered and in the 
event of any being contrary to the con- 
ditions of the charter they will be rejected 
by the steamer. Her consignees ere Grace 
& Co., and she will .report to them at 
Calloa to unload there, or at Iqnique. 
Tlie owners of the steamer will see to it 
that no arms or articles other than pro- 
duce will go on board the steamer. She 
will begin loading May 10th and sail May 
16tb."

its nest notion is to give battle to every 
crab of the same persuasion as itself that 
it comes across.

Education In tlie Argentine. 


There are two universities, one at 


Buenos Ay res anil onoat Cordoba, which 
together counted 893 students in 1889, 
and delivered 234 diplomas, including 81 
doctors of law, 85 doctors of medicine, 
and 11 civil engineers. 
In the whole 


republic there are sixteen national col- 
leges, with a teaching corps of 464 pro- 
fcsson and an attendance in 1889 of 
2,599 pupils. 
In the capital and the 


provinces there are thirty-five normal 
schools, with 12,084 pupils of both sexes, 
who become professors and teachers, 
chiefly for the primary schools. 


In Enenos Ayres in 1889 there were 


383 primary schools, directed by 1,571 
teacbcib and attended by 64,509 children. 
In the provinces there were 2,719 pri- 
mary schools, with a teaching staff of 
4,532 and an attendance of 205,186. To 
resume, the results obtained were 3,042 
primary schools, 6,103 teachers, 259,695 
pupils, 2,873 primary schoolhouses in the 
whole republic. Of these schoolhousea 
485 arc the property of the nation or of 
the provinces and 1,888 private prop- 
erty.—Theodore Child, in Harper's. 


Discovery of Mahogany. 


In the year 1597 one of Sir Walter Ra- 


leigh's hhips, in an expedition against the 
Azores, put in at Trinidad for repairs. 
The workmen used the first wood that 
came to hand, and it happened to be the 
now famous mahogany. By tbSaaccident 
it was first introduced into England, 
where it was much admired, but it did 
not become an article of commerce until 
a century later. Since then it has held 
first rank as a cabinet maker's wood.— 
Golden Days.

Indians. Joscphns, the head mon of the 
Piutes in this vicinity and Chief of the In- 
dian police, is accused ot undue intimacy 
with the wife of an Indian named Dick 
Sharp. 
The wife of Joaephaa heard of 


her lord's \tnfaithfulness, and sought re- 
venge by scratching, biting and pulling tbe 
hair of Mrs. Die* Sharp. 
She brooded 


over the mutter until she became insane 
from jealousy. 
She took her husband's 


gun and shot her son and beat her dangh- 
ter into an insensible condition, and then 
lommitted suicide by shooting herself in 
the stomach. 
She was about thirty years 


of ago and a «cognized Indian beauty. 
The boj was shot through both lungs, the 
bullet in its exit breaking the lelt arm 
above the elbow. He will die, but the girl 
is recovering.

is the sole topic of conversation among 
them. 
They say Joaephus is tbe cause of 


the trouble, and the relatives of the woman 
wnnt revenge and it Beams as if nothing 
less than the scalp of tbe Chief of Police 
will satisfy them. 
Unless reparation is 


made in some other way yon may expect to 
hear that tbis particular noble red man has 
been suddenly dispatched to the "happy 
hunting grounds," and the Indian Depart- 
ment will doubtless be elated over this evi- 
dence ot the rapid strides toward civiliza- 
tion made by the Indians.

to the S. ver State, suggests the advisa- 
bility of abandoning the Central Pacific 
track over the Sierra Nevada between the 
tinea of deep snow on the West and East, 
and of making a detour of the main line 
at Wadaworth and crossing the mountains 
at Beckwith Pass. 


The Silver State humorist understands 


that the present line will be maintained 
from Sacramento up the western slope of 
the mountain, and from Beno to Verdi on 
the eastern slope. The new road will pass 
to the north of Reno some eight or ten 
miles. The narrow-gauge road from Keno 
will furnish the connecting link between 
that thriving village and the new route at 
Feavine, or it is possible that the Keno 
Street Railway Company will open an 
electric motor line to connect with tbe new 
road at some point East of Feavine, and 
thus make Reno a competitive point, 
which is so essential to the growth and 
prosperity of a community. The narrow- 
gauge and motor line in competition will 
tdd greatly to Reno's commercial im- 
portance.
